undercurrent of feeling against the 
Ingersoll woman came to the surface 
and soou tho story of im attempt to 
break iuto the jail passed from mouth 
to mouth. 
It is known that several 


attempts wero made to organize a 
gang that should proceed to make an 
abrupt ending of the celebrated Chi- 
cago kidnaping case by taking tho law 
iuto its own bands. At a late hour the 
would-be lynchers had failed to get- 
together a mob strong enough to carry 
out the plans that had been previously 
conceived. 


Mrs. Ingersoll, in her coll, heard 


of the rumor of lynching aud was 
greatly territied. It took a good deal 
of assurance from the officers to make 
her believe thtit tho mob would not 
break through the prison bars before 
daylight and take her out and hang 
her to the nearest tree. 


This rather sudden development of 


hatred for tho aged prisoner was 
brought about by her retaining two 
attorneys in tho case aud the an- 
nouncement that she was prepared to 
fight it out to a finish. Furthermore, 
it was stated that her lawyers were 
prepared to prove that their client 
was mentally uubalunced at tho time 
of the abduction. 


The Lapiuer side of the case is going 


along rapidly and wclL Mrs. Lapiuer 
and Gerald, accoinpauied by Eoteotive 
Broderick aud Sheriff St. John, went 
oat to tho Ingersoll homestead on 
Mentor avenue with a photographer. 
Views of the exterior and interior of 
the dingy house were takea 
Little 


Gerald was then togged out in tho 
rags he wore on the day of his discov- 
ery. He was placed iu a high chair 
aud tied, iu imitation of the alleged 
Ingersoll way of leaving him when 
she went away from home, aud a snap 
shot was taken of the whole scene. 
These pictures, it is said, will be used 
iu the prosecution of the defendants.
